PLEA MADE TO EMPIRE, 


Ten Thousand Are Destitute in 
Kisheneff According to Offi- 
cial Report Made to a 
German Aid Society. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS. | 
ST. PETERSBURG, May 26.—The chief of 

police of Kieff has ordered the police com- 

missaries within his jurisdiction to institute 

4 fresh inquiry into the legal status of the 

Jews and to expel forcibly those who have 

no legal right of residence and who refuse 

to leave. 

A Jewish deputation has arrived here from 
Kigsheneff. Its object is to obtain, if possi- 
ble, from M. Plehve, minister of the interior, 
the issue of an official circular telling the 
people that the Jews are under the proted- 
tion of the law, and that the outrages 
against them will not be tolerated. 

The Jews also seek toe obtain a warning 
against he newspaper Bessarabyetz to dis- 
continue its antiGemite campaign, or, at 
least, permission to publish another paper 
at Kisheneff which will counteract the in- 
fluence of Bessarabyetz. They ask that an 
investigation be made into the origin of the 
riots with a view to the punishment of those 
who instigated -them. 


Financial Concessions Asked. 

From M. Witte, minister of finance, they 
hope to obtain a temporary remission of the 
heavy trading dues until the population has 
in some measure recovered from the losses 
from the general government. They will 
ask for some slight alleviation of the re- 
striotions placed upon the Jews, and falling 
that, for some control over the administra- 
tioh to protect the Jews against the vexa- 
by the police, 

A Bussian gentleman of position, who was 
an eye witness of the massacre at Kisheneff, 
says that the Jews did not in any single in- 
stance begin atttacking the Christians, and 
their behavior throughout was irreproach- 
able.

The incriminated 
officials have no property, hence the purpose 
ig not to obtain pecuniary recompense, but 
it is hoped the moral effect of the prosecu- 
tions will prevent a repetition of the mas- 
sacres. 

An explicit denial appears in today’s Offi- 
cial Messenger of the allegation that Interior 
Minister von Plehwe sent a confidential let- 
ter to the governor of Bessarabia shortly 
before. the anti-Semitic outbreak at Kishe- 
neff, in which he referred to the possibility 
of disorders there and the steps to be taken to 
suppress them. The paper says the reports 
were inventions. 


Ten Thousand Are Destitute. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, May 26.—A delegate who was 
gent by the German Jewish Aid society to 
investigate the. outrages at Kisheneff re- 
ports 700 houses demolished, 600 shops 
sacked, and that 20,000 Jews are directly 
or indirectly affected. Of this number 10,000 
are homeless and destitute. The majority 
of them belong to the poor class. 

Forty-five persons were killed outright, 
eighty-four were severely and 500 less seri- 
ously injured. The women who were made 
widows by the massacre refuse to accept 
the money offered them by the charitable, 
fearing that it would incite the mob to make 
another attack at Whitsuntide. 

The rich Jews are practically unaffected 
by the disturbances. This is attributed to 
their having heavily bribed the governor. 

The newspapers Volhynia and Novosti 
have been penalized by the Russian censor 
for stating that the police at Kisheneff re- 
ceived bribes, 

Terror All Over Empire. 

A dispatch to the Lokalanzeiger from St. 
Petersburg declares that the outlook for the 
Jews throughout the empire will be extreme- 
ly black unless the central government 
makes the local authorities understand clear- 
ly that they will be held responsible for the 
excesses. The local authorities are perme- 
ated by the anti-Semitism which some of 
them dpenly and others secretly encourage, 
and the disapproval of the czar and the con- 
demnatory platitudes of the government will 
be ineffective unless they are backed by the 
strongest measures. 

Even in St. Petersburg the Jews feel so in- 
secure that they expect to be attacked by a 
mob at any moment. The attitude of the 
populace is distinctly menacing. Many 
Jews have received threatening letters and 
a number of them have gone to the outlying 
villages, where they will remain until the 
coming celebrations are over. They fear that 
that the anticipated labor disturbances will 
jead to, Jew hunting. Many of the Christian

Cincinnati, O., May 26.—[{Special.}]—In the 
possession of the postoffice inspectors here 
are the documents with which they expect 
to convict Daniel V. Miller, assistant in the 
attorney general's office of the postoffice de- 
partment, and Joseph H. Johns, an attorney 
of Rockville, Ind., of bribery in connection 
with the department work. 

The warrants for the two arrests which 
were sworn out here on Saturday last charge 
Miller with accepting a bribe for a decision 
in favor of John J. Ryan's turf concern, since 
closed under a fraud order. Johns acted as 
go between and received the money. 

The trials will be held here, as the money 
was transferred in this city. 


Initials Identify Writer. 
The postal department letter, which was 
addressed to Ryan and signed by George A. 
C. Christiancy as acting assistant attorney 
general for the postoffice department, in- 
formed Ryan that the investigation satisfied 
the Washington officials of his right to use 
the mails in his business. In one corner are 
the initials, “‘D. V. M.,“ in Miller's hand- 
writing, indicating that Miller dictated the 
letter, and for that reason the officials say 
there is ho proceeding against Christiancy. 
This letter was not forwarded to Ryan, but 
it came to him through Johns, when they 
met in Cincinnati, Dec. 16, 1902, after Ryan 
paid Johns $1,100 cash and $3,400 in St. Louis 
checks. These checks, indorsed by Johns, 
and cashed by him in the bank at Rockville, 
Ind., are also in the hands of the postoffice 
inspectors here.

triangle. Constitution was beaten only by 
two minutes and twenty-one seconds, but Co- 
lumbia at the finish was fifteen minutes and 
fifty-one setonds behind the winner. The 
bad race of Columbia is not clearly explained, 
but when Reliance crogsed the line Columbia 
was nearly two miles to leeward. 

Constitution sailed a plucky race and has 
a right to share in the honors. From the 
start to the finish it had fought out every 
mile over the thirty mile course, and on two 
of its legs actually outsailed the new boat. 

Columbia was, for the day, outclassed, 
From the start it was never for a moment 
in the race. 

The wind held true at nine to twelve knots 
@uring the race and favored none of the 
racers. The conditions were ideal for a fair 


test of the boats, and the race today 
was devoid of which marred the two 
earlier races. 

Get Almost Perfect Start. 


The start at 12:15 p. m. was almost perfect. 
Reliance and Columbia went across the line 
side by side, with Constitution trailing by 
nearly half a minute, but to windward. The 
first leg was a reach, with the wind about 
abeam and coming out of the Long Island 
bays in strong puffs. Five minutes after the 
start Constitution was not more than a length 
astern and to windward of Reliance. Colum- 
bia began slowly to drop behind. Constitu- 
tion held on ifke a bull dog. All the boats 
were going better than a twelve knot clip.

eight minutes in this leg and twelve seconds 
on Constitution. The leaders were two miles 
away on the third leg before Columbia 
reached the third turn.

The fourth leg Reliance negotiated in 28 
minutes 55 seconds, but Constitution gained 
nearly half a minute. Columbia, more than 
18 minutes behind Reliance, was fairly dis- 
tanced. Again on the next leg Constitution 
outfooted the new boat, gaining 1 minute 
21 seconds, but still was 1 minute 18 seconds 
behind. On the last leg Reliance held Con- 
stitution under its lee and worked away 
from it, though the Belmont boat was point- 
ing high and footing fast.

4 NEGROES SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 


Secret Service Investigating Oompul- 
sory Servitude on Alabama 
Plantations. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—At the req 
ofthe department of justice the United States 
secret service is investiga the charge of 
peonage, or holding in servitude for debt, 
which has been made against persons living 
in the vicinity of Montgomery, Ala. 

Information in the hands of Chief Wilkie 
shows that a regular system has existed be- 
tween certain magistrates and persons who 
want negro laborers. A poor negro is con- 
victed on a trifling charge, and, having no 
money to pay a fine, the white man offers to 
advance him the money, provided the negro 
will make a labor contract with him to reim- 
burse him for his money and his trouble. He 
is thereupon taken away and ns what is 
frequently a long term of tude, being 
frequently whipped for failure to perform 
work to the satisfaction of his employer. 

The inquiry grows out of a case recently 
defore the federal grand jury at Mont- 
gomery, where an indictment was found 
against Robert N. Franklin, a white citizen 
of Goodwater, Ala., charging him with hav- 
ing seld Joe Patterson, a negro, to J. W. 
Pace, a land owner of Tallapoosa county: 

The negro borrowed $1 from 
promising to pay it back the next day. He 
failed to do so. He was , convict- 
ed, and fined for obtaining money under false 
pretenses before a magistrate. He was sold 
for $25 to a Mr. Hardy, who worked him 
for a year. Then he was sold for $40 to Mr. 
Pace, who has been working him since for 
a year. This is only one of many such cases.

SAYS THERE'S NO EXCUSE 
Fon A BLUNDERING DOCTOR. 


Dr. Draper Also Tells Graduates the 
Medical Profession Is Leaning Too 
Much Toward Commercialism. 


— 


The blundering physician was scored, and 
the passing of the family physician was de- 
plored by Dr. Andrew Sloan Draper, presi- 
dent of the University of Illinois, in an ad- 
dress to the graduates of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons yesterday after- 
noon. The exercises were held in the Stude- 
baker theater, where 280 received diplomas. 

“There is no profession which is capable 
of such abuses and which gathers so much 
contempt as the medical profession,” said 
Dr. Draper. In view of all the things which 
modern scientific knowledge enables one to 


know with certainty there is altogether too 


much hideous blundering in medical prac- 
tice. One who holds himself out to be a 
medical expert is not excusable for ignorance 
on matters which are clearly within the 
knowledge of the chemical and biological 
sciences or are plainly revealed by the micro- 


scope. 

“The scientific knowledge and mission of 
the doctor should combine to make him the 
best exemplar of physical, intellectual, and 
moral cleanliness. Yet medical practice 
seems to predispose many men to flippant 
if not coarse conversation about professional 


matters. 

“For one I regret the apparent passing of 
the family doctor. I regret it not aloné be- 
cause of inconvenience to the public and 
unreasonable cost to the poor but because of 
the unfortunate influence on the medica! pro- 
fession. Commercialism, carried out of rea- 
sonable hounds, is to be deplored.”

The integrity of our milk supply must be like Ceesar’s wife—above 
the most ready means of securing this result. It has already 
It now needs more power and more money. With 
a sufficient force of trained employés, with enlarged laboratory facilities for thorough 
bacteriologic tests, and with arbitrary powers to punish offenders, the milk 
supply of Chicago would soon come up to a standard of safety. 

The sanitary production and handling of milk is now so well’éstablished upon hygienic 
t to demand in order to secure what some other cities now 
enjoy—namely: an unquestionable milk supply. 

I know of but two dairies now furnishing milk to 
scrutiny by the medical profession and hygienists generally as to their every detail in the 
production and handling of milk. These men are selling their milk for 12 cents. Pure 
milk cannot be delivered in Chicago for 6 cents. : 

Much might be accomplished by intelligent inspection of our city milk supply through 
some organized reputable scientific body by certifying to the quality of milk from different 
producers as to its food value and freedom from impurities. The Chicago Pediatric society, 
an Organization devoted to the study of disorders of infancy and childhood, has appointed 
such a committee, which we hope may encourage the health department as well as those 
producers who are honestly endeavoring to furnish Chicago with a pure, nutritious 


gos Superinténdent of Nurses, Chicago Lying-In 

We as nurses have Vast opportunities for observing the importance of clean, fresh 
milk for public use—especially for the infant and young child. The question naturally 
arises, Can it be had in Chicago? I am convinced that it can—when procured early from 
a reliable dispenser. Unfortunately the milk supply of a large city must be drawn from 
Outlying districts, necessitating transportation, thus giving opportunity for contamina- 
tion by handling, exposure, and dilution. Therefore, to be on the safe side, milk should 
be placed in bottles and sealed on the farm, and to guard against the evils of milk trans- 
ported in open cans, our only safety lies in sterilization and Pasteurization before it is 
weed. Milk is a splendid media for bacteria of every description. Bacteriologists have 
proven that two of the most deadly bacilll- namely; typhoid and tuberculosis—are found 
some of this contamination? I think 
sponsibility is often placed on the dealer when in reality it belongs to the consumer. I 
refer to dealers in large quantities, as represented by some of our largest and best firms, 
which endea vor to digpense a nearly sterile article, not the small dealer in the crowded 
tenement distriet, who is practically a consumer. Let us suppose the milk to be clean, 
pure, and sweet when bought. Too frequently it is received in dirty vessels, or is left 
standing without covering, or the necessary precautions ta avoid souring or contamination 
by dust, flies, or other germ carriers. Again, it may be placed in a so-called ice chest, 
surrounded by odorous vegetables and fruit partly or wholly decayed, and meats of va- 
rious kinds, perhaps none too fresh. Is it any wonder, then, the consumption of such

Father of Nine Children Is Despondent 
Because of Loss of Helpmate and a 
Pistol Shot in a Oemetery Brings 
His Career to a Close—Was Scribe 
of the Grand Lodge of the United 
Order of Foresters—Body Found in 
Barly Morning by a Farmer Boy.

Standing on grave where some time 
ago his wife was buried, Peter Kansfield 
shot and killed himself at an early hour 
yesterday morning in the Hessville cemetery. 

Since the death of his wife he had been 
unable to find a suitable housekeeper to care 
for his nine children, and a few days ago, 
when he was a pallbearer at the funeral of 
a friend, he had remarked that he would 
like to join this friend and his wife. 

Kansfield was scribe in the grand lodge of 
the United Order of Foresters and one 
the superintendents in the Grasseli chem! 
works, located between Hammond and East 
Chicago. His body when discovered by a 
farmer boy was clad in black, and it ts 
thought that he dressed for his death. A 
rusty revolver was held in his left hand and 
a bullet had passed through his brain. 

At 1 o’clock yesterday morning Rudolph 
Prahlow, a saloonkeeper living in Hessville, 
a mile from the cemetery, was roused from 
his sleep by Ka ld, who asked to borrow 
his lantern, sayi that he would have to 
walk to his home in Roseland, about three 
miles distant. He also gave Prahlow his 
watch and money, requesting him to give 
it to his son. ' 

Half asleep, the saloonkeeper had no sus-, 
picions, but Jater he realized that something 
was wrong and organized a searching party, 
which met the farmer boy as he was on his 
way to report the suicide to the authorities.
